Pennsylvania has proposed a 
constitutional amendment which 
would permit voluntary, non- 
denominational prayers in schools 
and other public buildings. 

Scott. will undoubtedly discover, 
as did Dirksen, a solid core of 
support among many Americans 
who believe that a large part of 
what's wrong with youth and 
present-day American society is 
due to the absence of prayers and 
Bible reading in. the schools. 

In this "respect, two surveys 
reported in the , current 
"Psychology Today" magazine 
-seem-particularly pertinent. 

In one, the largest survey ever 
undertaken to examine the 
potitican beliefs of any body of 
clergymen, 1,580 Califartiiir"", 
ministers fr^.^nine'^rotestant ', 
denominations were queried by 
three University of California 
sociologists. 

"When we analyzed the results,", 
write the researchers, "we began 
to see why Christian congregations, 
have been so unshaken by years of 
sermonizing. It turns out that 
whether or not people listen, there 
is not much to hear. Most sermons . 
rarely touch on controversial 
moral and ethical issues. More 
than a third of the clergy said that 
never in their entire ministries had 
-they— taken-a.-pulpit—sland-on-a— 
political issue." 

They "f otmd " that --the" more 
"traditionalist" a minister -was — 
that is, the more he believed in 
certain basic doctrines such as the 
divinity of Jesus, life Beyond death 
and the literal existence of the devil 
— the less interested he was in 
worldly problems and the more he 
emphasized the negative "thou 



Shalt nots" of Christianity and 
ignored the positive "thou shalts." 
Compared to the joys of the world 
-to come, for thi "traditionaltst^ 
the problems of war, race and 
poverty were not worth talking' 
about. 

"These findings appear dismal," 
conclude the authors, "for those 
who hope to awaken th? churches 
to the urgent problems of modern 
society. So far as we can tell, 
Sunday mornings will remain the 
same,_.wi.UL. America's silent . 
majority sitting in the churches 
listening to silent sermons." 

A second survey, ot members of 
^ a Protestan church in a sotithern 
city, found two types _of chur- 
chgoers: A tiny minorTfy of 
"d e V 0 1 i 0 n a 1 i s I s , f o r w h orn 
. religion was a central fact in their 
daily lives and an end in itseir, and 
a large majority of 
str u men ta lists," for whom religion 
was a means to an end — important 
for its social benefits, as an oc- 
casional solace and as an ultimate 
ticket to heaven — and for whom 
the form of religion took 
precedence over substance. 

Significantly, the more "in- 
strumentalist" a person was rated, 
the less compassionate and 
tolerant he was found to be toward 
his fellowmcn. 

It would be interesting to see the 
results of a nationwide "in-depth" 
survey on the question of prayer' ' 
and Bible reading in the schools.

In some hn-ge cllles, Ihu cost of 
school vandalism runs into tli6 
millions every yeiu- and is growing, 
lUil the plague Htrlkus small cIlleR 
IIS well, and all niilghborhotKls, rich 
or |H)or, t)iack or while. 

More lliun half of all schtml fires 
lU'u the direct consequence of 
vandalism imd, according lo the 
mu'ot m,m recent urroHts of 
vnndala, 77 per cent were juvfcniles 
under IB, most of them 12- and 13- 
yuur-olds. Cleveland, Ohio, which 
reported »,7:n vandalism IncldcnUi 
In ilNiH-()U costing $(litO,77U has lost 
one school a year lo arsonlBts for 
Uiu past three years. 

Nationwide, the U, S, Offku of 
b^ducatlon eKllmatuH thaV damage 
by vandals to public schools may 
run as high as $100 million annually 
— juvery dollar of which Is a dollar 
which cannot bo spent on Im- 
proving education. 



Citing • those iiguros, the 
American Insurance Association, 
reprosonllng the property-casualty 
Insdranco Industry, has called for a 
broad'bascd attack. on t^o problem 
— 'ta carefully organized and 
concerted drive, a broad assault on 
Uiis costly mischief and tremen- 
dous economic waste." 

The association stresses a 
program of improved security, 
neighborhood co-operallon' and 
vigorous prosecution of offenders 
In a booklet,' "School Vandalism." 

Among Its recommendations for 
minimizing vandalism are ob- 
taining • community and student 
asslHtanco, lulng itollcemen and 
watchmen more offectlvoly and 
reducing the possiblUty of glass 
breakage by such >means as in- 
Htulllng bars and Bcreens or 
building schools with no windows 
facing the outside world.
